JESUS ANSWERS HIS ADVERSARIES 


Tex t: Mark 12:28 -40

It is su rprising how m u ch in­ 
terest people hav e alway s been 
read y to m anifest in specu lativ e 
or second ary qu estions. If com­ 
m and m ents are im portant, and 
the things that they enjoin rig ht! 
and necessary , the chief inter­ 
est of ev ery norm al m an m ight | 
well be in find ing how he cou ld j 
best obey them . 
Bu t for the most part men 
hav e been willing to leav e the 
m atter of obed ience asid e w hile; 
they argu ed abou t why the com­ 
m and m ent was im portant, or 
why one com m and m ent m ight | 
be su pposed to be more im por-' 
tant than any of the others. 
This spirit was certainly pres­ 
ent in the d ay s of Jesu s. There j 
was a great d eal of interest in 
religion, bu t mu ch of it was 
more theoretical and specu lativ e 


than practical. Here in ou r les­ 
son a scribe, who was su pposed 
to be a m an v ersed in religion 
and in the law, came to Jesu s 
with the qu estion, W hat com­ 
m and m ent is first of all?

Jesu s pointed ou t to him tha t 
su preme abov e all the com m and ­ 
m ents was tha t “to lov e God 
with all the heart and with all 
the sou l and with all the mind 
and with all the strength” — 
that is, with all tha t m an cou ld 
possibly be in the fu llness of his 
natu re — and tha t the second 
com m and m ent was of the same 
sort, to lov e one’s neighbor as 
one’s self. 
To this the scribe assented , 
not raising any fu rther qu ibble 
as to who was his neighbor, as 
another qu estioner had d one on 
a sim ilar occasion. 
The scribe in this instance 
fu rther ind icated tha t he u nd er­ 
stood the teaching of Jesu s by 
acknowled ging that lov e to one’s 
neighbor was more than whole 


bu rnt offerings and sacrifices. 
T hat u su ally is the test. W hen a 
m an is read y to ex alt the d oc­ 
trines and 
forms of religion 
abov e the ex pression of it in the 
spirit of lov e, one can generally 
be su re tha t he has not u nd er­ 
stood or pu t into his own life the 
su premacy of the teaching of 
Jesu s concerning the greatest 
com m and m ent. 
W hen Jesu s had thu s wisely 
answered the scribe and no one 
v entu red another qu estion, Je ­ 
su s tu rned the tables by pu tting 
a qu estion himself. 
He asked 
how it was tha t the scribes said 
tha t Christ was the son of Dav id 
while Dav id him self had called 
him Lord .

Probably Jesu s pu t this qu es­ 
tion to forestall foolish qu estions 
from those who listened to him ; 
for when the common people 
heard him glad ly he began to 
point ou t to them the fu tility of 
those who sou ght to teach reli­ 
gion while they d isregard ed its 


practice, 
and 
o f 
tho se 
who 
so ught rev erence fo r themselv es 
and the chief place in the sy n­ 
ago gues and feasts instead o f 
seeking abo v e all things rev er­ 
ence fo r Go d and instead o f giv ­ 
ing him the first place. 
Jesus, it sho uld be remem­ 
bered, co uld speak with biting 
criticism and accuracy when he 
deno unced the sins o f his day . 
It is a great mistake to imagine 
that he was co ncerned o nly with 
what is called indiv idual o r per­ 
so nal religio n, and tha t he had 
no thing to say abo ut so cial m a t­ 
ters. 
Here in the clo sing v erse o f 
o ur lesso n he makes the co n­ 
demnatio n clear against tho se 
who 
dev o ur 
wido ws’ 
ho uses, 
while at the same time making 
the pretense o f lo ng pray ers. 
Canno t o ne 
judge 
fro m 
this 
what Jesus wo uld say co ncern­ 
ing the respectable, y et ty ran­ 
no us and selfish, sins o f so ciety 
were he here in o ur streets to ­ 
day !

ambassador, called on Sir John 
Simon, foreign secretary , at the 
foreign office this morning. 
He entered u pon his du ties as 
ambassador du ring the morning, 
taking ov er Andrew W. Mellon’s 
desk at the embassy , and meet­ 
ing members of the embassy 
staff secretariat who was pre­ 
sented by Ray Atherton, embassy 
cou nsellor. 
He then held his first confer­ 
ence with American newspaper 
correspondents, for whom there 
was little news. 
He said, howev er, that he had 


no instru ctions to negotiate with 
the British gov ernment on the 
war debt pay ment du e Ju ne 15 . 
He declared he intended to de­ 
v ote himSelf to preliminary work 
for the world economic confer­ 
ence, the su ccess of which he as­ 
serted he considered essential to 
world recov ery . 
The new ambassador will enter 
into ray ol pageantry when he is 
receiv ed in au dience by King 
George nex t w?eek.

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‘SPLENDID ISOLATION’ COMES TO AN END 
W hen President Roosevelt addressed him self 
to th e p eop le of the world on disarm am ent, 
A m erica’s fam ous trad itio n of “sp lendid isola­ 
tio n” w ent top p ling over into the dust, and it 
seem s p robable th a t it will stay there. 
As a m a tte r of fact, of course, this sp lendid 
isolation top p led y ears ago. B ut the trad itio n re ­ 
m ained, and th a t was w hat caused trouble. We 
h ad a trad itio n to w hich we gave alm ost unani­ 
m ous sup p ort, and it failed to jibe w ith the facts. 
To sup p ort it m eant th a t we had to shut our 
ey es to th e realities. 
We were fond of talking — and acting — as if 
th e A tlantic ocean was just as wide now as a 
century ago. We laid our internatio nal course on 
ch arts draw n up in the day s of sailing ship s 
and stage coaches; and w hen we steered o ur­ 
selves into trouble we wondered, p laintively , why 
fate was being so unkind. 
N ineteen y ears ago Europ e got into a war, and 
before it was over we got into it also — although 
we’re still try ing to figure out just w hat we 
gained by it. 
Since the w ar Europ e has p acked a century of 
troubles into a decade and a half; and a good 
m any of them have slop p ed over th e edges and 
sp illed right on us. The Bolshevism of Russia, 
th e rivalry betw een France and G erm any , the 
tangled finances of Europ e as a whole, th e trade 
w ars growing out of the p ost-w ar m ix up , the 
need of foreign nations for A m erican m oney and, 
later, th eir inability to p ay th a t m oney ba c k— 
all of these things have had a trem endous direct 
effect on the conditions of life for each one of us. 
In the face of those uncom fortable facts, our 
trad itio n of isolation has had a th in tim e of it. 
We are as close to Europ e today as the E ng­ 
land of P itt was to the France of Nap oleon. Not 
only is it imp ossible for us to rem ain aloof from 
Europ ean quarrels; we cannot even restore our 
own internal p rosp erity as we would wish to until 
Europ e’s m ost p ressing p roblem s are settled. We 
have, w hen y ou get right down to it, about as 
m uch real isolation as a traffic cop on a busy 
corner. 
Well, th en — so w hat? W on’t it be a good thing 
if a t last we accep t the realities of the situation 
and do w hat we can to set things right? If we 
m ust m ake com m itm ents overseas, let us m ake 
them and be done w ith it. However it turns out, 
we shall a t least be looking the facts in th e face.
